

Extensive Damage 
To Gutted Room

Research Notes ’ 
Add to Loss 

Origin of the fire that gutted the 
room of the Rev. Urban Siegrist, 
c.pp.s., has as yet not been de- 
termined. The fire was confined to 
one room and caused a property 
damage of approximately $5,000. 
The building was insured. 

More important than the mone- 
tary loss were the notes, research, 
and experimental data that Father 
Siegrist had in his room. Over half 
of his three years’ work at the In- 
stitutum Divi Thomae, graduate 
school of research was devoured by 
the flames. Besides these, other 
notes and person al papers wpre 
destroyed. 

The fire occurred early Thursday 
morning, March 6, while Father 
Sieg ri s t w as at bre ak fast. In his 
own room across the corridor at 
the time, Father Helm detected the 
odor of something burning and in- 
vestigated. Smoke belched out of 
the burning room as he opened the 
door, and the intense heat singed 
his hair. 

Other members of the faculty, 
students and brothers rushed to 
Father Hehn’s assistance with fire 
extinguishers. The chemicals re- 
tarded but could not check the 
flames, which were lapping up 
Father Siegrist’s desk and leaping 
up through the, ceiling. 

Rensselaer volunteer firemen re- 
sponded to the alarm speedily, laid 
their hose from the front lawn 
hydrant through the stair well to 
the third floor, and quickly extin- 
guished the fire. Their alertness 
saved the Administration Building 
from total destruction.

Patrician Program Gives Pleasure 
To Bourgeoise Audience March 6

Marita Farell, Czech-born Metropolitan Opera soprano on the Speck- 
baugh Memorial Entertainment Series, sang before a representative 
audience in the College Theatre last Thursday evening, March 6. As was 
the case with previous entertainers, Miss Farell presented a patrician 
program to a bourgeois audience. 


Though the crowd was small in 
proportion to that which befits an 
artist of Miss Farell’s caliber, they 
who were present were aware that 
the performer was an artist in her 
field. She possessed excellent stage 
presence even down to the attrac- 
tive smile and quick “ready” given 
to her accompanist preceding each 
number. But, like hearing Homer’s 
Iliad in the original Greek, we did 
not, most of us, know just what she 
was Binging. 

On the other hand, not attempt- 
ing to belittle the aesthetic sense • 
of the audience, who but composers 
Haydn and Purcell would care to 
hear “My Mother Bids Me Bind 
My Hair” and “I Attempt From 
Love’s Sickness to Fly” 7 The selec- 
tions from the Marriage of Figaro 

were rendered with feeling. 

Folk Songs Warm Audience 

Not until the fourth part of the 
concert, composed entirely of Czech 
folk* songs, did the audience begin 
to accept Mies Farell warmly. She 
was as light and gay in these selec- 
tions as she was emotional in Rich- 
ard Hageman’s “Music I Hear With 
You,” the first number in the final 


section of the program. At its con- 
clusion she appeared to be genuine- 
ly touched. 

Judging from the applause of the 
audience, and what is a better cri- 
terion in an evaluation of this na- 
ture, Miss Farell’s three encores 
was the most appreciated part of 
the entire concert. The reason for 
this is evident from their titles: 
“Midsummer,” “My Hero,” and 
“Smilin’ Through.” In these en- 
cores the artist was singing to Col- 
legeville, not to the standard-set- 
ting people known as critics.

President's Address 
Inaugurates Series 
Of Seminar Lectures 

With a lecture entitled, “The In- 
tegration of the Curriculum,” the 
V. Rev. Henry Lucks, c.pp.s., Presi- 
dent of the College , opened the Phil- 
osophy and Religion Seminar Mon- 
day, March 10. 

This lecture dealt with subject 
matter taken from a book outline 
he is currently engaged in writing. 
It began as a co-authorship with 
the late Rev. Paul Speckbaugh; 
c.pp.s. 

Many educators integrate their 
curriculums around one very im- 
portant subject. In Father Luck’s 
theory, theology will be the ulti- 
mate integral factor in an educa- 
tional system. Professors wiJJ draw 
relationships with the subject at 
hand and the various courses of 
theology and philosophy. 

As the search for truth is the 
major goal in education, it is logical 
that the course dealing with tne 
Ultimate Truth, God, should hold 
the major place in a university’s 
curriculum. 

Father Lucks also explained how 
the physical sciences, social scienc- 
es, and humanities culminated in 
theology or metaphysics.

CHRISTIAN BOOKS 

Within the past week the library has added five new 
volumes to its series of “Rivers in America.” 

In The Salinas Anne B. Fisher tells the romantic 
story of the “Upside-down River.” Flowing north, it 
waters one of the richest agricultural areas in the 
world. The Salinas is the dramatic story of a river 
that is not very long, but on its banks people of many 
lands and races have sought and fought for “Paradise.” 

The Tennessee by Donald Davidson is the story of a. 
fighting river. It is the story not alone of a wilderness 
and the pitiful frontier forts, hut of the pitiless treat- 
ment of the Indians, the coming of settlers, the found- 
ing of the lost state of Franklin, and the monotonous, 
unceasing battle with the river. 

The Honsatonic by Charles Powers Smith is the story 
of a beautiful river and of the people and the ideas 
that have kept it so. It is a water-power river, rich 
in natural resources; it is the story of large industrial 
cities. 

The Shenandoah by Julia Davis is the story of one 
of the most-loved rivers of the United States. Situated 
in the beautiful Blue Ridge Mountains, the Shenandoah 
is a frequented place by vacationists. This is the intri- 
cate story of a section which developed, was devastated 
and rose again. 

The Colorado by Frank Waters is one of the best 
loved book's of this series. From perpetually snow- 
capped peaks to stifling deserts below sea-level, the 
Colorado cuts the deepest and truest cross-section 
through the heart of the continent. Here we find a 
beautiful picture of the flat-topped mesas, the crinkled 
desert sands, and the illusive depths of the Grand 
Canyon. ■ 
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Leo Durocher insulted American Youth by his 
recreant actions of the past weeks. Mr. Durocher 
forgot that private morals of a public man are a 
matter for public concern. He paraded his moral 
degeneracy before the eyes of the most important 
group in the world — -the American kids who glori- 
fy and idealize the world of baseball of which 
Durocher is a part. 

It hurt these youth to see one of their 
heroes violate the canons of ordinary decen- 
cy and tear at their moral principles. His 
actions were nothing more than an open 
offense against them. Their conceptions of 
the sublimity of marriage and the home have 
been brazenly attacked by one who symbol- 
ized something to them. That something that 
constituted an inseparable part of their lives. 

It isn’t as if like actions of other prominent 
people do not damage them ; but this is of that 
nature which causes that inexplicable something 
to tighten the muscles of a kid’s stomach. A tiny 
world collapses; tiny indeed, but still of the 
greatest importance. 

Of all prominent people, the case of the 
baseball player who violates the ordinary 
canons of decency is beyond doubt the more 
serious. Baseball players, if they go wrong, 
scandalize the young besides, and that sin, 
as any reader of the Gospel knows, was the 
more seriously condemned by Christ. 

So keenly have the youth of Mr. Durocher ’s 
own Brooklyn felt the sting of the adder that 
150,000 boys of the Brooklyn CYO withdrew 
from the Knothole Club. The Knothole Club 
fosters enthusiasm for the Broo kly n baseball 
team, and that team employs Leo Durocher. 

“Lippy” has faded in the world of base- 
ball citizens ; not because of his age, health, 
or expired contract, but because he has 
proven himself not the leader for American 
Youth to idealize nor imitate,

Better than that, a genius equips himself with 
cornucopias, emblems of abundance, by which he makes 
himself susceptible to all the more learning as he 
stops at and investigates these sideroads of knowledge. 

Like the boy who will never empty the ocean, 
neither will the genius claim all knowledge in his 
field. There is no end point in the acquiring of 
knowledge.
